WANG (CANADA) INFORMED US BUREAU FAILED AGREE ON 
ORGANIZATION OF WORK AND WILL CONSIDER IT FURTHER AT END 
GENERAL DEBATE IF NO DECISION REACHED BY THEN. HE SAID INDIANS 
CATEGORICALLY OPPOSED ANY SUBCOMITE SYSTEM, AND CHAIRMAN 
BOYD (PANAMA) APPEALED TO AFRICANS AND ASIANS TO GO 
BACK TO THEIR GROUPS AND STATED HE WOULD ANNOUNCE THAT COMITE 
SHOULD BE READY BY END JULY 31 TO PUT ORGANIZATION OF WORK 
TO VOTE IF THERE NO AGREEMENT. JAPANESE INFORMALLY CIRCULATED

OF SELF-DETERMINATION AND RESISTANCE TO OPPRESSION, 

SAID GOOD FAITH, SINCERE COOPERATION NEEDED IN ELIMINATING 
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UNDERLYING CAUSES AND COOPERATION IN SECURITY AND PRE- 
VENTATIVE STEPS. UKRAINE THOUGHT DEFINITION INDISPENSABLE, 
MENTIONED COLONIALIST POLICIES IN AFRICA AND ISRAELI 
ACTIONS AMONG CAUSES, CITED ILC ARTICLES ON PROTECTION 
OF DIPLOMATS, AND URGED STATES TAKE NATIONAL MEASURES. 

YUGOSLAV REP REVIEWED GOY’S WRITTEN OBSERVATIONS AND SAID
